I tell 
them the ears are bronzed and placed 
under plexiglass on my living room cof- 
fee table. Theyre my pride and joy,’ 
Annette says.

By the time the “Mickey Mouse Club” 
disbanded in 1959, Annette was the 
teen-aged sensation of various other 
Disney TV productions, films and rec- 
ords. Her fan mail topped 6,000 letters a 
month. Three years later, his star having 
outgrown juvenile roles, Walt permitted 
Annette to appear in “Beach Party” for 
another studio. 

“Before I went over there on loan out, 
Mr. Disney asked a favor of me. ‘I know 
the girls in that picture will be wearing 
bikinis, he said, ‘but you have an image to 
uphold, and Pd appreciate it if you 
would wear a one-piece bathing suit’ 
Which I did, and in all seven of the Beach 
pictures that followed. People never put 
me down for that, yet I am often offered 
roles which would change that image. I 
won't take them. I’m happy with what 
I'm doing.”

He saw me dance, and then he called my 
dancing teacher and said, ‘We’re holding 
interviews. Would you please bring her 
to the studio?’ And that’s how it came to 
be. They were looking for 24 boys and 
girls. I was the 24th. 

“Of all the Mouseketeers, I was the 
only one who remained under contract 
to Mr. Disney for years and years and 
vears. He was the dearest, kindest person 
and truly like a second father to me. He 
was a kid at heart. That’s why he was able 
to make children so happy. 

“I remember when I was a Mouse- 
keteer I wanted to change my name to 
Annette Turner. Mr. Disney said, ‘What 
did vou say your last name was? Fun- 
niselloz (My parents had Americanized 
it.) Young lady, you are mispronouncing 
vour beautiful Italian name. It is Foon- 
ee-chellll-o. Once people learn how to 
pronounce it, they'll never forget it. No 
you May not change your name.” 
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This month, for her first Disney movie 
since “The Monkeys Uncle” in 1965, 
Annette lights up The Disney Channel 
screen in the world premiere of “Lots of 
Luck” (see page 8). She plays a suburban 
working mother who wins a million dol- 
lar lottery, and the comedy spins around 
the effect the money has on her family 
and friends. Except for the prize and its 
consequences, the role almost mirrors 
Annette’s present style of life. 

“I have three children,’ she says. 
“Gina’s 19 and in her second year of col- 
lege, Jackie’s 15, Jason is 10. I thought 
when they were babies, that would be the 
most time-consuming part. But now, 
since I can’t just rock them in my armsand 
put them down to sleep anymore, they 
want my attention. I still do homework 
with the boys. Gina will come in from a 
date and sit on my bed and talk. We've 
lived in the same house for 19 years. 

“Pm in a car pool. I drive the boys to 
school every morning, and pick up a lot 
of kids besides. I am an office worker at 


ages. Then we have new kids who want to 
see us together again because they watch 
those reruns on television.” After discus- 
sing the possibility, Annette and Frankie 
are embarking on “Beach Party 86,” a 
movie which finds them married and 
sharing domestic problems with a 19- 
year-old daughter. 

While Annette still fiercely protects 
her clean professional image, explaining 
that “whatever I do today, I want my 
children to be proud of me; she is able to 
smile at her enduring fame asza 
Mouseketeer and beach bunny. She will 
occasionally put on the ears for a special 
appearance, as she did recently for a 
spoof of the Beach pictures at a theatrical 
revue in San Francisco. 

“They had the stage decorated with 
hot dog stands, beach umbrellas and 11 
tons of sand,” she says. “I led the audi- 
ence in the Mickey Mouse Club theme 
song and sang ‘Pineapple Princess. For 
the first time in my life, I got a standing 
ovation.” W 
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surprises people. Take Mrs. John 
Edwards of Kansas City as an 
example. 

“We got The Disney Channel for our 
children,” says Mrs. Edwards, “but my 
husband and I end up watching in the 
evenings after the kids have gone to bed.” 

She’s not alone. Each week we hear 
from subscribers who thought they were 
buying something for their children or 
grandchildren, yet found themselves 
watching more and more during 
“grown-up time.”

And—surprise, surprise—the 
parents wound up having the time of 
their lives. Today, three out of every four 
visitors to Disneyland are over 18 years 
old. 

John D. Dickmeyer, a 65-year-old from 
Ft. Wayne, Indiana, writes us: “I’m either 
in my first childhood or I never noticed 
my transition to a second childhood. 
Being elderly has its benefits, and The 
Disney Channel is one of mine.” Mrs. 
Chester Bowlin Jr., 51, of Beaumont, 
Texas says, “I’m in love with The Disney 
Channel. I know my stress factor must go 
down by 100 percent when I watch it. 
(There are no children in our household.

our response to “Wilderness 

Bound” from Survival Anglia, 

our new natural history series, 1s 
astonishing! Although the first program 
appeared only last month, we are already 
overwhelmed with your enthusiastic let- 
ters. So, since this award-winning series 
is a hit, we thought you’d enjoy knowing 
something about how it is filmed. 

Dieter Plage, a “Wilderness Bound” 
photographer who shot “We Live With 
Elephants” (see page 12), is famous for his 
ability to film dangerous animals in hos- 
tile environments. As he points out, a suc- 
cessful naturalist photographer doesn’t 
just rush into the jungle. He must spend 
many hours in careful preparation. 

“You have to understand the chance 
you're taking and think the thing 
through, going over every tiny detail,’ 
Plage says. “You do not, for instance, set 
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up a camera and wait for everything to 
happen in front of you within 20 min- 
utes. You can ask an actor to pose by a 
tree where the light and background are 
perfect. Try asking an elephant.’ 

Despite their thorough preparation, 
our “Wilderness Bound” cinematog- 
raphers are ever aware that their wild 
subjects are unpredictable and danger- 
ous. Survival often depends on luck as 
much as skill. Dieter Plage recalls being 
charged — and knocked down — by an 
immense bull elephant. “How I managed 
to miss all four feet and get up with noth- 
ing more than a few scratches remains a 
mystery; he says. Fellow photographers 
like David deVries, Jeff Foott and Alan 
Root recount equally lucky escapes from 
leopards, crocodiles and gorillas. 

A single program typically takes six 
months to two years to film. Simply figur-

ing out the best way to photograph the 
show’s subject can be time consuming. 
Alan Root, who shot last month’s “Bal- 
loon Safari? used private planes, helicop- 
ters, and a hot air balloon to get his 
superb footage of different animals. He 
built a 50-foot tower to photograph nest- 
ing birds atop giant African baobab 
trees. And when filming a herd of mi- 
grating gnus, he mingled with the hungry 
lions that were also trying to sneak up 
quietly on their prey. 

Other cameramen have submerged 
themselves in shark-infested waters, 
perched for hours on mountain ledges, 
and endured primitive conditions on a 
subantarctic island to get their rare foot- 
age. The problems and perils of these 
daredevil filmmakers is the “story behind 
the story” of our many “Wilderness 
Bound” features. W

Accepting Your Child’s Stages 

By keeping your expectations in line 
with your children’s ages and tempera- 
ments, you'll provide a supportive at- 
mosphere that will encourage self- 
esteem. 

A child’s confidence in his inherent 
value and ability to handle situations 1s 
“the foundation of a healthy personality, 
influencing a person's success m rela- 
tionships, work, play and overall enjoy- 
ment of life” says Dr. Robert Moradi, 
Director of Family and Child Psychiatric 
‘Traming at Cedars-Sinai Medical Center 
in Los Angeles. 

That confidence is developed as chil- 


dren go through the normal stages of 


growth. A one-year-old’s attempts to 
walk and talk, a two-year-old’s frequent 
assertions of independence, even a pre- 
teens need for solitude can signal 
healthy ego. 

“If you understand that an action is 
fairly typical fora particular age youre 
less likely to judge it harshly, more likely 
to accept it—and the child—with humor 
and empathy, even if discipline is still re- 
quired. That acceptance is crucial to a 
child’s self-perception,” Dr. Moradi says.

Listening Responsively 

Of all the things you can do to nurture 
self-esteem, listening may be the most 
important—and the most challenging! 

Although not every child is as eloquent 
as Oliver, “children who can talk about 
feelings at least have the confidence and 
courage to express themselves,’ says Dr. 
Moradi. “When children lose faith 1 
themselves, they stop talking because 
they do not believe that anyone will 
listen.”

Careful listening expresses your belief 


in your child’s importance more loudly 

than words. Love comes through loud 

and clear when vou: 

e Are sensitive to verbal and non-verbal 
messages and communicate your un- 
derstanding with empathy. 

° Avoid the temptation to talk too much, 
lecture, rationalize, deny, judge, or 
feign sympathy. 

° F A comfortable with expressions 
of emotion. 

e Stay focused on the moment. 

e Admit mistakes and share conflicting 
feelings honestly.
